nearly H000 inhabitants,  Over LK traops
ara now stotioned at Guerrero and it is
searcely probable that the rebels will make
an attock. Small banos arce still envampisd
in tho Sierra Madres, appiarently waiting
for recrults, ns signul fires cun be seen every
nlght. The colonists distinguished them-
aelvies by their great brivery in o skirmish
whioch occurred near Colanin Pacheco, The
rebols are eirculating reports thav if the
troops give buttle the officers will bo shot
down nud the soldiors will join them, which

The lmpression
he formed was qhat the cowpnny was not
handling as many tralos ns thoy did any day
lust wock,

Five engineors who had  been ‘working on
the Lehigh Valley paxt of last week in the
place of strlkers went to Superintendent
Esser this morning nnd elnimed thar they
rould not go on thaelr englnes from Coxton to
Mauch Chunk witbout taking thelr lives o
their hands.

Superintendent Esser called Into bis ofMeo
this morning five dngincers in quick suc
cession.  One of them, who is reported to
have eansed 4 wreek st Susne Noteh, Fri-
day, doolared that he was nol responsible
for the aceident; that bis engino was run
Into by the teain at the crossing and that not
onan wis to bo seen ou tne track that did
the damage.
